ROM the earliest ages of Chris- 

tianity it has always been the 
practice of the Christian, as it was 
of the Jewish Church, to testify her 
Faith in the promises of her Divine 
Spouse, and to give utterance to 
her joy by solemn and triumphant 
Thus we find it re- 
corded how, in the reign of Julian 
the Apostate, and during his resi- 
dence at Antioch, previous to the 
Persian expedition, the’ Christians 
of that city removed the relics of a 


‘former Bishop (St. Babylas, who 


suffered martyrdom during the 
Decian persecution), from the 
grave of Apollo of Daphne, whither 
they had been translated, and hon- 
ored by the erection of a magnifi- 
cent church, by the command of 
Gallus Caesar, nephew of the great 
Constantine; this shrine having 
been desecrated, and rededicated to 
the profane worship of Paganism 
by the apostate Emperor, it be- 
came the duty of the Christians of 
Antioch to remove these cherished 
remains to a worthier resting 
place. “The lofty car,” says Gibon, 
“that transported the relics of 
Babylas, was followed, and accom- 
panied, and received by an innum- 
erable multitude, who chanted, 
with thundering acclamations, the 
Psalms of David, the most expres- 
sive of their contempt for idols 
and idolators; the return of the 
Saint was a triumph.” Thus, in the 
fourth century, did the Church 
honor the relics, and invoke the 
intercession of the Saints and 
Martyrs. 

The intention of the Church is to 
testify her belief in, and to preach 
the doctrine of, the Real Presence 


and essence and life of God, Who, 
according to divine revelation, sub- 
sists in three Persons, known 
respectively as the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost. 

This mystery of faith kept 
constantly before the Catholic peo- 
ple through the practice of the 
Sign of the Cross, through the 
official conclusion of every prayer 
of the Church, through every 
blessing of the Church, through 
the doxology in which we repeat 
every day “Glory be to the Father 
and to the Son and to the Holy 
Ghost.” 


Just as people make use of the 
radio without understanding it, 
the law of gravitation without 
comprehending it; just as scientists 
occupy themselves with the phe- 
nomena of a thousand materia!

Today folks travel at a fast clip 
along the modern coast trail called 
“El Camino Real”, which literally 
means “The King’s Highway”— 
but Father Serra and his little 
band had to hew their way through 
a country never before visited by 
the white man. Father Serra, al- 
though he suffered great pain from 
an infected leg, led the walking- 
Way over desert sands, across 
swampy valleys and mountain 
heights, devoting his life to the es- 
tablishment of the Missions that 
are California’s pride and heritage 
today, 

“He died, at the age of seventy- 
one, in the midst of plans for the 
greater extension of his work, 
passing away at Carmel Mission 
(Carmel-by-the-Sea) on the 28th 
day of August, 1784.” 

“Gee, Uncle Dave, he was a real 
saint, wasn’t he?”

Greatest Scientists 
Were Catholics

1926 Dr. Osborn mentions a dozen 
priests who have done distinguished 
work in this science. Among them 
are the Jesuits—Father Licent and 
Father Teilhard de Charrdin—the 
latter the professor of geology in 
the Institut Catholique de Paris, 
who centered the interest of the 
scientific world on Mongolia as the 
cradle of the human race. 


“Four years ago Sir Arthur 
Keith wrote the life of the founder 
of paleontological anthropology, 
and, curiously enough, that was 
Father John MacEnery. Forty 
years ago when the International 
Congress of Geologists unveiled a 
tablet to the founder of their 
science he proved to be Bishop 
Steno, a Catholic bishop. 


“Sir Berkley Moynihan, himself 
the most distinguished of English 
surgeons at the time, declared that 
Dr. John B. Murphy, of Chicago, 
was the greatest surgeon of the 
last 300 years. Virchow declared 
that the greatest teacher of phy- 
siology that ever lived was 
Johannes Muller, a most edifying 
Catholic, and the teacher of a group 
of men who have done more to 
make science what it is than any 
other. They all worshipped at the 
feet of their master. 


“Claude Bernard, who began en- 
docrinology; Theodor Schwann, 
who was the father of the cell doc- 
trine; Morgagni, the father of path- 
ology—it was Virchow who greeted 
him thus at the International Medi- 
eal Congress in Rome, 1894—all 
these were not only Catholics, but 
very devout Catholics. 


“Any number more of them 
might be mentioned. The greatest 
of men connected by any bond in 
the history of science are the Papal 
physicians. Dr. Barnes’ remarks 
with regard to scientific research 
and our scientific researchers in 
this country are particularly amus- 
ing in connection with some recent 
declarations on the part of scien- 
tists as to the value of scientific 
research in this country. Dr. E. EF. 
Free, editor of This Week’s Science, 
lecturer at New York University, 
said a short time ago, ‘the whole 
activity of scientific research is 
grossly exaggerated.’ He declared 
that ‘funds for scientific research 
could be reduced at least 75 per 
cent, without any harm.’

“Frankly admitting, therefore 
that there are other conditioning 
and qualifying factors, neverthe. 
less, with utter disregard for these 
factors, he goes on to draw a most 
startling conclusion. 

“Furthermore, if Dr. Barnes is 
really interested in ascertaining the 
chances of a man of religious de- 
votion becoming a great American 
scientist why does he use so poor 
& standard as either ‘Who’s Who in 


America’ or Dr. Cattell’s ‘American 
Men of Science’? 
“If we should wish to count the 
number of those great in science 


who own microscopes? 
it not be fairer on the part of Dr. 
Barnes in discussing great scien- 
tists to confine himself to the rec- 
ords of achievement in science? 


Mendel, Pasteur and, in our own 
day, Marconi, are but a few that 
come readily to mind.

It is not 
likely that you have. Even if you write to him now, it is 
not likely that you will receive a reply to your letter. The 
Holy Father is probably the busiest man in the world. 
he is not on an eight hour schedule, nor even on a six- 


teen hour schedule. 


Still, if many thousands of OUR SUNDAY VISI- 
TOR readers wrote him a short note of congratulation 
and best wishes, or took the trouble to cable the same to 
him, he would naturally be touched by the universality of 
rejoicing on his 75th birthday, which he will celebrate 


on May 31st. 


The very fact of such rejoicing could be construed 
as approval of and appreciation for all that he has done 
for the Church, and for mankind generally, during the 


ten years of his glorious pontificate. 


The Holy Father observed his tenth anniversary as 
Pope last February, which means that he ascended the 
Throne of Peter when almost sixty-five—an age when 
most Americans have a notion that a man’s usefulness is 
at an end, and that he should step aside in behalf of a 


younger, more up-to-date mind. 


While it would be easy for Catholics to believe that 
the Holy Ghost would enlighten and direct a Pope, young 
in age, to guide the destinies of His Church and to steer 
the children of men aright, naturally speaking, a prelate 
who can combine years of experience with his learning, 
who has a cosmopolitan view, based on previous engage-

ments, is better qualified for the Pope’s office. 


Quite recently some non-Catholic statesman, whose 
interests are world-wide, included Pope Pius as one of 
the ten outstanding figures of our age and placed him 


near the top of his list. 


While Pope Pius XI may be remembered longest be- 
cause of the settlement of the sixty year old difficulty 
between the Vatican and the State of Italy, that was not 
the greatest service he has rendered to the Church or to 
society generally. He has written and spoken, even over 
the radio, on matters which are interwoven with the very 
foundations of civilization, morality and good govern- 


ment, and has commanded a respectful hearing. 
We would recommend that you, the reader, would re- 


ceive Holy Communion for the Holy Father on his 75th 
birthday, May 31st, or on the Sunday previous to that 


date, which is the beautiful feast of Corpus Christi. On 


that day pray for the things close to his heart, namely, 


the reunion of Christendom, the limitation of arma- 
ments, the cultivation of mutual brotherly love, not only

more deeply interested, as the father of all Christians,

This nobility, of 
which I may be justly proud, con- 
sists in the supernatural state to 
which God has elevated me in the 
life of grace, preparing me for the 
life of glory and a participation in 
the divine nature (divinae consor- 
tes naturae, 2 Pet. 1, 4). 

Daily life offers us many illus- 
trations of the value of the spirit 
of faith in the hour of trial A 
well-known citizen, and a highly 
cultured man, lost his only son, a 
promising youth of twenty-stx, by 
an untimely death.

Red Atheist Societies 


BERLIN. — Although Church 
and State are rigorously kept sep- 
arate in Germany, the government 
has taken forcible measures to pro- 
tect religion from Bolshevist, athe- 
ist propaganda. It issued an 
emergency decree summarily sup- 
pressing all Communist freethink- 
ers associations and their publica- 
tions, authorizing the confiscation 
of their means of propaganda and 
threatening imprisonment for vio- 
lation of the prescription. 

“The dissolution of these organi- 
zations,” a spokesman said, “is to 
stamp out atheist propaganda that 
aims at a Bolshevist revolution by 
undermining Christian civilization 
and morals.” 

Liberal circles regard the gov- 
ernment’s action as aimed more at 
Communist than at anti-religion- 
ism, since the German Freethink- 
ers’. Association, with a reported 
membership of more than 500,000, 
is left untouched. 

Eskimos Face Death 
As Result of Floods 


WASHINGTON .—A tragic story 
of starvation among Eskimos in 
Southwestern Alaska, with death 
facing whole villages as a result 
of early spring floods, was unfold- 
ed here by Msgr. William Hughes, 
director of the Bureau of Catholic 
Missions. 

The heavy floods following the 
ice break-up swept away the Eski 
mos’ huts, fishing boats and nets, 
and all but carried away the Eski- 
mos themselves. As a result, Msgr. 
Hughes said, the natives have no- 
where to live, nothing to eat and 
no equipment with which to pro- 
cure food. 

“The Eskimos are undergoing a 
more acute suffering than death,” 
he said. “Conditions are described 
as appalling by Jesuit missionaries 
who live among them.” 

Some food was rushed. to the 
Bering Sea natives through the 
joint efforts of the Red Cross 
Chapter at Tanana, the United 
States Indian Bureau superinten- 
dent at Juneau and the Bureau of 
Catholic Indian Missions, but noth- 
ing in the way of permanent relief 
has been extended, Father Hughes 
said.

Father Hubbard's Perils 
Are Told By Aide 


SQUAW HARBOR, ALASKA.— 
At the Harris Cannery of Unimak 
Island, constant. storms have given 
Father Hubbard, his two student 
companions and the surviving dogs 
an opportunity to recover from the 
hardships suffered in successfully 
making the first Winter ascent of 
Katmai crater, 


The Katmai National Monument, 
w.th the present enlarged bound- 
aries extending beyond Cape Doug- 
lass and including over 1,000 miles 
of mountainous, uninhabited shore 
line, has been explored four times 
by the “glacier priest.” 


After covering the “Valley of 
Ten Thousand Smokes” and climb- 
ing Mount Katmai, Father Hubbard 
Spent another season exploring the 
northern, unmapped section, and 
finally saw those regions from an 
airplane, piloted by Harry Blunt. 


Wishing to confirm his scientific 
theories regarding the unfrozen 
voleano lakes and rivers purported 
to exist there, Father Hubbard 
planned mushing a dog team into 
the region this Winter. 


Harassed by the broken ice cakes 
floating in the water, the trio of 
explorers and twelve dogs pushed 
on day after day. Often for hours 
at a time they were waist deep in 
icy water, until they reached the 
base of the volcano. 


Father Hubbard, who has climbed 
mountains in North America and 
the European Alps for twenty-five 
vears, said the Katmai crater as- 
cent was the hardest climbing he 
had ever experienced. 


Numberless difficulties and minor 
accidents befell the climbers until 
towards evening, the ygriest and I, 
w.th one dog, were all that arrived 
at the base, burned and battered 
from the climb almost beyond re- 
cognition and fighting death in the 
blizzard that rtaged around us all 
night. 

After we returned to the base of 
the conquered mountain, we found 
our troubles had only begun. Fol- 
lowing a brief survey of the head 
of the “Valley of Ten Thousand 
Smokes,” several days were spent 
in getting back to Katmai Beach, 
where a cruel miscarriage of orig- 
inal plans saw the steamer Starr, 
which we had counted on as a last 
resort, pass us up and leave us 
stranded in the most desolate and 
isolated part of Alaska. 


Finally the sled dogs had to be 
killed for food to add to our 
strength which was fast diminish- 
ine on a diet of blue mussels mixed 
with flour and water. 

After two anxious weeks, the 
motorship Polar Bear appeared and 
rescued us. :

Germany Suppresses 
~ Red Atheist Societies 


BERLIN. — Although Church 
and State are rigorously kept sep- 
arate in Germany, the government 
has taken forcible measures to pro- 
tect religion from Bolshevist athe- 
ist propaganda. It issued an 
emergency decree summarily sup- 
pressing all Communist freethink- 
ers’ associations and their publica- 
tions, authorizing the confiscation 
of their means of propaganda and 


‘threatening imprisonment for vio- 


lation of the prescription. 

“The dissolution of these organi- 
zations,” a spokesman said, “is to 
stamp out atheist propaganda that 
aims at a Bolshevist revolution by 
undermining Christian civilization 
and morals.” 

Liberal circles regard. the gov- 
ernment’s action as aimed more at 
Communist than at anti-religion- 
ism, since the German Freethink- 
ers’. Association, with a reported 
membership of more than 500,000, 
is left unteuched. 
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Eskimos Face Death 
As Result of Floods 


WASHINGTON .—A tragic story 
of starvation among Eskimos in 
Southwestern Alaska, with death 
facing whole villages as a result 
of early spring floods, was unfold- 
ed here by Msgr. William Hughes, 
director of the Bureau of Catholic 
Missions. 

The heavy floods following the 
ice break-up swept away the Eski 
mos’ huts, fishing boats and nets, 
and all but carried away the Eski- 
mos themselves. As a result, Msgr. 
Hughes said, the natives have no- 
where to live, nothing to eat and 
no equipment with which to pro- 
eure food. 

“The Eskimos are undergoing a 
more acute suffering than death,” 
he said. “Conditions are described 
as appalling by Jesuit missionaries 
who live among them.” 

Some food was rushed. to the 
Bering Sea natives through the 
joint efforts of the Red Cross 
Chapter at Tanana, the United 
States Indian Bureau superinten- 
dent at Juneau and the Bureau of 
Catholic Indian Missions, but noth- 
ing in the way of permanent relief 
has been extended, Father Hughes 
said.

Father Hubbard’s Perils 
Are Told By Aide 


SQUAW HARBOR, ALASKA.— 
At the Harris Cannery of Unimak 
Island, constant storms have given 
Father Hubbard, his two student 
companions and the surviving dogs 
an opportunity to recover from the 
hardships suffered in successfully 
making the first Winter ascent of 
Katmai crater. 


The Katmai National Monument, 
with the present enlarged bound- 
aries extending beyond Cape Doug- 
lass and including over 1,000 miles 
of mountainous, uninhabited shore 
line, has been explored four times 
by the “glacier priest.” 


After covering the “Valley of 
Ten Thousand Smokes” and climb- 
ing Mount Katmai, Father Hubbard 
spent another season exploring the 
northern, unmapped section, and 
finally Saw those regions from an 
airplane, piloted by Harry Blunt. 


_ Wishing to confirm his scientific 
theories regarding the unfrozen 
voleano lakes and rivers purported 
to exist there, Father Hubbard 
planned mushing a dog team into 
the region this Winter. 


Harassed by the broken ice cakes 
floating in the water, the trio of 
explorers and twelve dogs pushed 
on day after day. Often. for hours 
at a time they were waist deep in 
icy water, until they reached the 
base of the volcano. 


Father Hubbard, who has climbed 
mountains in North America and 
the European Alps for twenty-five 
vears, said the Katmai crater as- 
cent was the hardest climbing he 
had ever experienced. 


Numberless difficulties and minor 
accidents befell the climbers until 
towards evening, the yriest and I, 
w.th one dog, were all that arrived 
at the base, burned and battered 
from the climb almost beyond re- 
cognition and fighting death in the 


night. 


After we returned to the base of 
the conquered mountain, we found 
our troubles had only begun. Fol- 
lowing a brief survey of the head 
of the “Valley of Ten Thousand 
Smokes,” several days were spent 
in getting back to Katmai Beach, 
where a cruel miscarriage of orig- 
inal plans saw the steamer Starr, 
which we had counted on as a last 
resort, pass us up and leave us 
stranded in the most desolate and 
isolated part of Alaska. 


Finally the sled dogs had to be 
killed for food to add to our 
strength which was fast diminish- 
ing on a diet of blue mussels mixed 
with flour and water. 

After two anxious weeks, the 
motorship Polar Bear appeared and 
rescued us.

BUFFALO, N. Y. — American 
law enforcement agencies must de- 
vote more time to curbing the 
criminal tendencies of the juvenile 
if they are to check the increase in 
crime that has swept the country 
in recent years, Police Commis- 
sioner Edward P. Mulrooney: of 
New York told members of the 
Buffalo Police Department at their 
annual communion breakfast at the 
Hotel Statler. ' 

His address climaxed a program 
which began with a parade of 909 
uniformed Catholic policemen from 
the hotel to St. Joseph’s Old Cath- 
edral, where they heard Mass, re- 
ceived communion and renewed 
their oath of office. The Most Rev. 
William Turner, Bishop of Buffalo, 
was celebrant of the Mass. 

Commissioner Mulrooney, in his 
address, said that people about the 
country have been viewing with 
alarm the mounting yearly in- 
crease in crime and are seeking the 
cause and a remedy.

THE REV. HUGO LEAR, C. PP. 8, 


Thirty-three years of loyal and 
faithful service to God in the Holy 
Priesthood; thirty-three years of 


fidelity to his Community as a 
priest; thirty-three years of con- 
tinual self-sacrifice as an ambassa- 
dor of Christ were abruptly con- 
cluded last Sunday afternoon with 
the death of the Rev..Hugo Lear, 
C. PP. S., when the God whom he 
had served so faithfully, ealled him 
to his eternal reward. Father Lear’s 
death was caused by a heart attack. 


He was born on October 18, 1264 
at Wapakoneta, Ohio. On August 
22, 1889, he entered the Commun- 
ity of the Precious Blood. He was 
ordained to the Holy Priesthood on 
February 26, 1899. From the time 
of his ordination until June, 1899, 
he served as assistant Novice Mas- 
ter at St. Mary’s Novitiate, Bur- 
kettsville, Ohio. In the fall of the 
same year he was appointed pro- 
fessor at St. Joseph College, Col- 
legeville, Indiana. During the years 
1913-1916 he served as president of 
that institution. Realizing his mer- 
its, his fellow priests chose him 
as one of the consultors to the 
Very Rev. Provincial, which office 
he held from 1914 to 1917. In Aug- 
ust 1916, Father Lear was appoint- 
ed Chaplain and Spiritual Director 
of the Sisters of St. Agnes, Fond du 
Lac, Wisconsin. Here he remained 
until 1929 when he was sent to the 
Motherhouse of the School Sisters 
of Notre Dame, Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin, to hold the same responsible 
position. Last December he suffer- 
ed a slight stroke of paralysis 
which forced him to retire from 
active labors. He then returned to 
the Motherhowuse of the Fathers of 
the Precious Blood at Carthagena, 
where he hoped to recuperate. But 
God had designed otherwise. Last 
Sunday afternoon after he had 
taken his usual] rest, he went to the 
chapel for a brief visit to his Sac- 
ramental Lord when the fatal heart 
attack overcame him.

THE REV. HUGO LEAR, C. PP. 8. 


Thirty-three years of loyal and 
faithful service to God in the Holy 
Priesthood; thirty-three years of 


fidelity to his Community as a 
priest; thirty-three years of con- 
tinual self-sacrifice as an ambassa- 
dor of Christ were abruptly con- 
cluded last Sunday afternoon with 
the death of the Rev.. Hugo Lear, 
C. PP. S., when the God whom he 
had served so faithfully, called him 
to his eternal reward. Father Lear’s 
death was caused by a heart attack. 


He was born on October 18, 1264 
at Wapakoneta, Ohio. On August 
22, 1889, he entered the Commun- 
ity of the Precious Blood. He was 
ordained to the Holy Priesthood on 
February 26, 1899. From the time 
of his ordination until June, 1899, 
he served as assistant Novice Mas- 
ter at St. Mary’s Novitiate, Bur- 
kettsville, Ohio. In the fall of the 
same year he was appointed pro- 
fessor at St. Joseph College, Col- 
legeville, Indiana. During the years 
1913-1916 he served as president of 
that institution. Realizing his mer- 
its, his fellow priests chose him 
as one of the consultors to the 
Very Rev. Provincial, which office 
he held from 1914 to 1917, In Aug- 
ust 1916, Father Lear was appoint- 
ed Chaplain and Spiritual Director 
of the Sisters of St. Agnes, Fond du 
Lac. Wisconsin. Here he remained 
until 1929 when he was sent to the 
Motherhouse of the School Sisters 
of Notre Dame, Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin, to hold the same responsible 
position. Last December he suffer- 


ed a slight stroke of paralysis 


which forced him to retire from 
active labors. He then returned to 
the Motherhouse of the Fathers of 
the Precious Blood at Carthagena, 
where he hoped to recuperate. But 
God had designed otherwise. Last 
Sunday afternoon after he had 
taken his usual rest, he went to the 
chapel for a brief visit to his Sac- 
ramental Lord when the fatal heart 
attack overcame him. 

Funeral services were conducted 
at St. Charles’ Seminary, Cartha- 
gena. A very large number of

Origin of Jamaica’s 
“Black Irish” Traced 
In Fr. Williams’ Book 


Washington—The result of a 
quarter of a century of study is 
presented by the Rev. Joseph J. 
Williams, S. J., in his latest book, 
“Whence the ‘Black Irish’ of Ja- 
maica?”’ 

In his introduction to the 
Father Williams writes: 

“Visitors to Jamaica in the Brit- 
ish West Indies frequently remark 
a seeming anomaly. In even the re- 
motest sections of the ‘bush’ and 
among the darkest of the negroes 
who clearly trace their ancestry 
back to the earliest slaves from 
Africa, they will find distinctively 
Irish names so common that in an 
unguarded moment they are apt to 
give flight to the imagination and 
claim that they have actually en- 
countered a touch of the ‘brogue.’ ” 

Father Williams traces the sad 
history of the deportation of Irish 
boys and girls who were taken to 
the Barbados as virtual slaves in the 
time of Cromwell. He quotes from 
letters of British officials concern- 
ing the sending of similar ship- 
ments of indentured. servants to 
Jamaica and declares in his con- 
clusion! 

“Whatever may be the final con- 
clusion about the fate of the Irish 
|“wenches’ and boys who were or- 
dered shipped to Jamaica. . . this 
much is certain, that from the ear!l- 
iest days of the English occupation 
of the island, there was a large 
proportion of Irish in the make-up 
of the population, and that not only 
Irish names but Irish blood as well 
is widely diffused throughout the 
island today.”

Catholics 
who attempt to get married 
outside this Sacrament are not 
‘married at all, in the eyes of 
the Church. Young people 
looking forward to the mar- 
ried life, should pray earnest- 
‘ly to God for light and direc- 
tion. Do not keep secret com- 
pany, but speak to your par- 
ents about the matter. Do not 
begin keeping company with 
someone whom you fear you 
might not be permitted to 
marry. Be very candid in ask- 
ing advice of your confessor. 
No person is more fully aware 
of the instructions young peo- 
pie need, than the Father con- 
fessor. 

If you wish to have and hold 
the respect of your future 
husband or wife, guard that 
mutual respect for each other 
now. The courtship should be 
'a happy one; not a dull mor- 
‘ose one, where dangers lurk.

ne year 1571, when St, Pius 
the ruling Pontiff at Rome, 


inavy, were taking and destroying 


many Christian cities. The Turk- 
ish Sultan, Selim, had taken the 
Isle of Cyprus, and was on his way 
to subject all the Catholic king- 
doms to his sway. The Pope was 
very much alarmed, but he did not 
doubt one moment the powerful 
intercession of Mary. He united 
with the Venetian and Spanish sol- 
diers and sailors and yet the forces 
were very small compared with the 
Turks. 


St. Pius ordered special days o 
fasting and urged al! Catholics to 
turn to Mary. All Europe was 
aroused and they had special pro- 
cessions and devotions in honor of 
Mary. The Pope sent his special 
blessing and assurances of victory 
to John of Austria, head of the 
Christian fleet. 

The battle took place on the 7th 
of October, 1571. While the furious 


combat was going on, Pius was dis- 
cussing serious matters of the 
Church with his Cardinals. Stop- 
ping suddenly he said to the Car- 
dinals: “Enough of business today. 
At present we can do nothing bet- 


He has given the Christian arms 
over the Turks.” Afterward it was 
learned that at that same hour the 
Christians had defeated the Turks 
and killed 30,000 of the emeny in 
battle. 


As a lasting memorial of the 
powerful intercession of Mary, St. 
Pius had those words placed in the 
Litany: “Help of Christians, pray 
for us.” He also established the 
feast of the Holy Rosary,

TRINITY SUNDAY 

Holy Mother the Church urges 
us today to pay our hearts worship 
and adoration to the Triune God. 
The mystery of the Most Holy 
Trinity is, perhaps, the most pro- 
found mystery in our holy religion. 
A mystery is a truth which we can- 
not fully understand. We believe 
it, because God has been pleased to 
reveal it to us and to teach it to us 
through His Holy Church. 


By our reason alone we can come 
to a knowledge of the existence of 


instructed by the spoken Word of 
God Himself and strengthened by 
the gift of Faith, would forever 
remain ignorant of the fact that 
there are Three Divine Persons in 
the One Nature of God. We be- 
lieve in this and other revealed 
mysteries of religion, because we 
have sufficient evidence that they 
are true. 

To say the Father is God, the 
Son is God, and the Holy Ghost is 
God, yet there is One God, is so 
contrary to our knowledge of num- 
bers that our reason cannot grasp 
how such a thing can be. 


reason, just because we cannot 
understand them, God is infinitely 
great, and our minds are only 
finite. He is without limit, and the 
powers of our minds are limited. 


The earth is full of natural mys- 
teries, that is, things we do not 
fully understand, yet our eyes and 
other senses, as well as our reason, 
tell us such things really exist and 
are present in our daily lives. Why 
then would we hesitate to believe a 
mystery, such as the Holy Trinity, 
since God is the Creator of all 
things, and is infinitely superior to 
all human things? On this account 
we believe, because Christ has said 
in those touching words to the 
doubting Thomas: “Blessed are 
they that have NOT SEEN, and 
have BELIEVED,” 


Pride of intellect is the cause of 
most unbelief. The petty mind of 
a man sets itself against the eter- 
nal wisdom and authority of God. 
Conceit is at the bottom of all 
atheism: that is, denial of the ex- 
istence of God.
